GOVERNOR 
PERKINS’ MESSAGE. 


The last message of Governor Perkins 
was sent yesterday to the Legislature. 
It 
is a business-like document, without any 
attem pt at literary beauty, but it con­ 
tains much iuteresting matter. 
The Gov­ 
ernor calls attention to the economy of his 
administration, which was hampered on his 
first taking office by the existence of a 
considerable deficit. 
Ue shows how judi­ 
ciously the expenditures upon public build­ 
ings have been made, and how in three 
several cases less than the appropriation has 
been expended. 
He calls attention to the 
great increase of the annual expenditures 
upon education, and recommends reform 
in the methods of collecting the State rev­ 
enues. 
Some of his suggestions are very 
pointed, as for instance w hat follows : “ It 
“ has been the common custom of our 
“ Legislatures to base appropriations upon 
“ business principles, and the tax-levy 
“ upon political interest. 
The inevitable 
“ resulting difference it has always been 
“ necessary to reconcile by mean9 of defi- 
“ ciency bills. 
A false surface showing of 
“ economy ie thus made, the real burden 
11 is shifted temporarily, and the labor of 
legislation is greatly increased, without 
“ the diminution, but on the contrary 
• rather the enhancement, of taxation.” 
This is very true, and while it is probable 
th at the demagogue interest of partieans 
will continue to be stronger than their 
public spirit, it is uoce the less seasonable 
for the outgoing Executive thus to prick 
the bubble of sham economy. Governor Per­ 
kins devotes considerable space to a resume 
of the reports of the State officers, in every 
case, so far as we have followed him, indoi eicg 
the recommendations of his subordinates re- 
girding the m atters within the purview of 
their departments. One original recommen­ 
dation is that for a State Reform School for 
juvenile offenders. 
“ W hat we desire,” he 
says, “ is a public institution for the re- 
“ demption of juvenile wrong doers, con- 
“ ducted on the home or family plan, to 
“ which all convicted offenders under a cer- 
“ tain age might be sent.” I t is possible 
th at such institutions eleewhere have pro­ 
duced good results, but a preliminary re­ 
quirem ent to every such experiment must 
always be the elimination of the spoils ele­ 
m ent from i t ; and we have not yet made 
th a t advance in California, 
All onr In­ 
dustrial Schools, State Reform Schools, 
and Houses of Correction, have hitherto 
been disastrous failures, and for no other or 
m oreabstrase reason than becauee they have 
been nnder the control of politicians, and 
have been made subservient to political 
greed. 
Unless we can have a material 
guarantee against the repetition of the old 
abuses, we feel compelled to express the 
opinion that the time has not come for the 
realization of Governor Perkins’ ideas in 
this regard.

The yield of the Pennsylvania coal mines last 
year re.ched the enormous amount of 30,000,000 
tons. 


The statem ent of the Secretary of W ar 
in explanation of his refusal to expend the 
money appropriated for the improvement 
of the Sacramento river discloses a singu­ 
lar want of correct information as to the pur­ 
pose of the remedial operations recom­ 
mended. 
He says : “ The problem seems 
“ to be to prevent injury caused by the 
“ downflow of about 30,000,000 cubic 
“ yards of debris annually, caused by arti- 
“ fieial 
washing away of gold-bearing 
“ banks, in doing which S/0.000,000 cubic 
“ yards of water are annually u:ed.” The 
problem is Bot what the Secretary of War 
states it to be. 
Aa a matter of fact, ex­ 
pressly and repeatedly pointed out in the 
reports of all the engineers who have 
studied the subject, the necessity for the 
improvement of the Sacramento river by 
restraining dams would be equally urgent 
if every hydraulic mine were «topped to­ 
morrow. 
It has been estimated that there 
is not less than 350,000,000 cubic yards of 
debris now in the channels of the streams 
which empty into the Sacramento. 
This 
debris is the accumulation of the whole 
period cf mining, hydraulic and other. It 
must come down unless it is held back. 
It cannot be affected by any judicial de­ 
cisions. 
Injunctions will not reach it. 
No 
process of the Courts, either past, present 
or to come, can restrain it. 
The complete 
and permanent elimination of hydraulic 
mining would leave it precisely where it is 
to-day. 
And this enormous mass of debris 
contains within itself the potential de­ 
struction of the navigability of the Sicra- 
mento, and the ruin of a large area of 
fertile and valuable fanning land. 
The Secretary of War appears to have 
acquired a belief in some incomprehensi­ 
ble way that the eppropriation which he 
has refused to expend would have inured 
to the benefit of the hydraulic miners. 
But this is an extraordinary blunder. The 
hydraulic miners have absolutely no in­ 
terest in the holding back of thp debris 
already in the streams. 
If they sre com­ 
pelled to obey the decision of Judge Tem­ 
ple, and to build restraining works for 
their mines, they will only take care of the 
debris washed down in the future. 
The 
dams recommended by Colouel Mendell 
and his associates were intended to hold 
back the old debris. 
They in fret were 
meant to supply the g3p left by all other 
remedial experiments, and to take care of 
that menacing accumulation of detritus 
which the Courts could not touch. 
Au ap­ 
peal was made to Congress to protect and 
relieve the residents of the Sacramento 
valley. 
This is their interest, and not at 
all the interest of the miners. 
The latter 
can view the action of the Secretary of War 
with perfect indifference. 
It makes no 
difference to them. 
It neither imposes 
new obligations on them, nor relieves 
them of already existing ones. 
The build­ 
ing of the dams proposed by Colonel Men­ 
dell would not have enabled them to dis­ 
pense with 
the necessity of erecting 
retaining works for their mines under the 
Temple decision. 
All it would have done 
would have been to afford protection to the 
valley. 
The Secretary of War, with a strange 
failure to comprihc-nd the problem, ob­ 
serves : 
“ The records indicate that this 
“ downflow (of debrif) is injurious not 
“ only to the navigable streams below, but 
“ enormously destructive to agricultural 
“ lands.” And yet, with these records in 
his hands, he goes on to excuse himself for 
haviDg refused to permit the prevention of 
the downflow whose mischievous cor se­ 
quences he has just pointed out. HeBeems 
to think, if we may judge from the con­ 
text, that the Courts of California have it 
in their power to solve the debriB problem, 
and that therefore there can be no neces­ 
sity for Congressional appropriations. 
We 
submit that the head of a department 
ought to have informed himself more ac­ 
curately in a matter of this importance, 
By his defective comprehension he has dc- 
prived the farmers of the Sacramento val­ 
ley of a protection which they have thus 
far been utterly unable to obtain by any 
other means, or in any ether quarter. 
The State has refused to recogn'ze its obli­ 
gations in the premises, the Courts are 
powerless in the matter, and now the Sec­ 
retary of War interferes to prevent Con­ 
gress from extending the relief which is so 
urgently demanded, and the refusal of 
which must exert a most depressing influ 
ence upon the agricnltural interest of this 
valley. 
The remarks of tho Secretary of War 
regarding the position of the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Commerce, Con­ 
gressman Page, are, in the absence of 
fuller information, 
scarcely intelligible. 
It certainly is not credible that Mr. Pa;e 
should have deprecated the employment of 
the remedial measures which, at the same 
moment, he was recommending to the ap 
proval of the House. 
But here again the 
Secretary of War’s imperfect information 
most probably misled him. 
He says he 
gathered from the remarks made in the de­ 
bate, “ which seemed to receive the un­ 
qualified assent of the Chairman of the 
“ Committee on Commerce, reporting the 
“ bill, that it was not his intention to com- 
"m it the Govemmont to the policy of 
“ furnishing reservoirs for the storage of 
“ detritus from future minimj operation*." 
Toe rational deduction from this is that 
Mr. Page in his remarks dwelt upon the 
fact we have here pointed out : namely, 
that the appropriation was needed to 
asmre protection against the results of 
past mining operations—w hich is the exact 
fact. 
Tne Secretary of War, however, 
acting upon a very dim and confused 
apprehension of tho reai circumstances, 
appears to have entirely misconstrued Mr. 
Page’s statement, and to have drawn from 
it conclusions which we are very sure the 
Chairman of the Committee cn Commerce 
never dreamed of. 
And we feel confident that when the 
ac.ual fxcts are clearly set forth and placed 
before the Secretary of War and Congress, 
the mistake fallen into by the former 
official will be frankly acknowledged, and 
the latter body will secure the appropria­ 
tion for the improvement of the Sacra­ 
mento. 
In the meantime every resident 
of the Sacramento valley is interested in 
bringing about this conclusion, and ought 
to use all the infiuence available for that 
purpose. 
For it is on Congressional relief 
alone that we can rely for protection 
against the accumulated debris. 
All the 
litigation in the world cannot affect that 
danger in the least. 
And since the State 
has refused to have anything to do with 
the matter (acting upon a most narrow and 
shortsighted policy), the people of the 
valley must either obtain relief from 
W ashington, or sit down quietly to await 
the deluge of debris which sooner or later 
will overwhelm their fields and their 
homes, and destroy th9 improvements of 
years. 


AN ABOMINABLE DEBD. 


Two butchers have been arrested in 
Pennsylvania, charged with selling the 
meat of a hog which had been bitten by a 
mad dog, and which presumably bad itself 


died of hydrophobia. 
I t is to be regretted 
that such an abominable deed as this can 
probably be punished only as a misde­ 
meanor. 
Should tho facts of the case 
reach Germany, however, they will doubt­ 
less be made tho most of by the Protec­ 
tionists there, for one of the most influ­ 
ential objections to the importation of 
American hog products of late has been 
the assiduously circulated statement that 
diseased animals are habi uilly “ worked 
“ u p ” by American pork-packers. 
Of 
course this hydrophobia horror will lose 
nothing in transmission, and we should 
not be surprised to bear, six months hence, 
by way of Germany, that Btme American 
pork-packer had deliberately enrol five 
hundred bogs w hich had died raving mad ; 
while it is bv no meaos impossible that the 
Germans may also utilize the hydrophobic 
dog, multiplying him, too, to suit the pop­ 
ular credulity. 


THS BLV/ SPEAKER. 


The Assembly has chosen Hon. H. M. 
La Rue to preside over its deliberations. 
This choice of Speaker from the Sacra­ 
mento delegation is a compliment that the 
people of this county fully appreciate. Mr. 
La Rue is a man esteemed by his fellow- 
citizens, a man of sound judgment, decis­ 
ion of character, and legislative experience. 
He eDjoys the honor of having been cho­ 
sen as a representative in a strong Repub­ 
lican county, and by a handsome majority, 
although he is of the political faith of the 
minority. 
The position to which he has 
now been elevated Í3 one of power and in­ 
fluence, and he will wield it justly and 
fairly for the interests of &1Í sections of the 
State, but will especially address himself 
to the interests of his home constituency. 
Mr. La Rue has for many years sought by 
earnest and just endeavor to advance agri­ 
cultural interests and secure an adequate 
annual exhibition of the products of that 
and other industries of hi3 State. 
Within 
the last two years ho has redoubled his 
labors in this direction, and has given pro­ 
found attention to a plan for lifting such 
annual expositions to a higher plane, and 
to make them of still deeper interest and 
greater value to all the people of Califor­ 
nia.

Cali­ 
fornia stands ready to supply the New 
York market w:th a good dinner claret, 
the moment the New Yorkers have become 
intelligent enough to prefer good native 
wine to bad imported wine.

tain, for high prices, anything liko so 
sound and pleasing a red wine as the Cali­ 
fornia Zinfandel, for example. 
If they 
want that they can no doubt have it in 
quantities to euit. 
But thus far they ap­ 
pear to have preferred 
their drugged 
wines, and really not to have known the 
difference. 


TE5 
SHIPPING DEBATE. 


Judging from the telegraphic synopsis of 
the House debates on the shipping bill, 
several members of Cengreís have already 
acquired tolerably correct and clear ideas 
as to the baleful effects ol the proposed 
bounty system. 
Tho advocacy of free 
ships has assumed a weight and force it 
has never had before, though it ie not we 
fear to be expected that it will carry the 
day yet. 
Nevertheless Cor of New York 
has done and is doing gallant service to 
the cause of our American D’erchant ma­ 
rine, and his telling arguments appear to 
have converted not a few of his colleagues. 
Cindler’s 
suggested amendment, 
that 
ships over 1,500 tons, and for foreign trade 
only, should be made free, was accepted 
by Cox on the principle of “ half a loaf,” 
etc. 
But 1,500 tons ii too much. 
One 
thousand tons would be quite enough to 
fix the limit at, for larger vessels than 
that are very seldom found in the coast 
trade.

There are no 
jointures, the kettle being formed entirely 
from the original circular copper sheet. 
The kettle breasts, sides, and a strengthen­ 
ing portion for the spout arc formed of one 
piece of sheet copper metal and doable- 
seamed to the pit, so th at the seams are 
under the side of the kettle and form a 
strengthening-rib upon which it rests when 
in the stove.

W ashington, January 9sh.—The bill to 
provide for the performance of thedutifs of 
the iffice of President in cise i f removal, 
death, rejig:-ation or inability both of the 
President and Vicí-Preeident, ss passed the 
Senate, exacts that in the cate of the re­ 
moval, death, resignation cr inability of both 
the President and Vice-President of the 
United States, the Secretary of State, or, if 
there be none, or in the case of his removal,

of precedence, Secretary cf the Treasury,

Frightful B oiler Explosion. 
Bethlehim (Pe.), January 9;b.—A fright­ 
ful boiler explosion occurred to-day at No. 1 
Mast furnace cf the Bethlehem Iron Com­ 
pany, resulting in the death of four men and 
a woman, and in the sericus injury cf several 
others. 
Tea boilers are located tver the 
engice-bouse at an elevation of ttirty-tive 
feet. Two r.-f the:e are fcrty inches in diam­ 
eter and thirty’-six feet long. The others are 
smaller, and ars used for heating purposes. 
'I he two largest boilers exploded wiih terrific 
force, wreckirg tbe iaterrór cf the eceine- 
house and demolishing nearly half the pattern 
shop adjoining the enginí-house. One boUer 
was carried through the ventilator, aod broke 
tbrongh the ro< f of an old mill anrt fell to the 
ground.

The seend day of the twenty-fifth session of the 
California Legis’aturs was a busy one, each hcus« 
completing its orgxniz tion by the election of the 
ftill set of c ffi .ers presente! by the Political Code. 
In fact soma offliere were appointed which are not 
prescribed by the Coie. There w*s a strict p u ty 
vote in e.ch bou.ic on all offijera, and tbe caucus 
nominees were sustained in each instance. At 3:30 
r. m the two houses met ia Joint Convention and 
canvafged the votes for Governor and Lieutenant- 
<*overtor, and .Stonem*n aui D a^ ett were declared 
dulv c’e^eeL The Joint Convention also fixed 12 
o’clock, noon, t ;-<iay, as the time for tbe inausrura- 
tion of the Governor elect. It wai nearly 5 o’clock 
when the houses adj'iu ned, having uoue a great 
deal of work duri. g the day. 


«XSI1TE. 


Lieutenant-Governor Hanhfiold called the Senate 
to order promptly at 10 o’clock, and the Secretary 
called the roll cf S -nators. only eighteen of the 
members answered to their names, and a recess was 
declared f«>r half an hour. 
Notice was then given by Senator H}an tta t the 
Democratic ciu -us would assemble immediately in 
the rcom of Department Two of ths Supreme Cc-urt. 
At 10:30 the Lieutenant-Governor 8gJi:i called 
the Senate to crder, and only nme members an­ 
swered to their names. On motion of Senator Dud- 
lev, of Solauo, the Senate took a recess until 1:30 r u. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 r. m 
Quorum 
present. Reading of the minut e dispensed with. 
On motion o! Senator Spencer, of Nana, the Sen­ 
ate proceeded to t* e dec* b n of the officers of tbe 
Senate as prescribed by the Code. 
Senator Johnson, of Sonoma, in a very eloquent 
and flowintr speech, placed ia nomination Seuator 
It. F. Lei Valle, o! Los Angeles, for President pro 
Lem. 
A tth ii stage of the proceedings a message was 
received from the Assembly announcing the com­ 
pletion of the organization of that branch of the 
Legislature and the officers Reeled. 
Senator llarrigan presented himself at the desk 
and was sworn iu. 
Senator Frazier, of El Dorado, placed in nomina­ 
tion for President pro tem. Senator David McCtUre, 
of San Francisco. 
The r«dl was called and Senator Del Valle was 
elected by a strict party vote, with the exception of 
the two candidates, who voted for each other. 
Senator Cox nominated for Secretary of the 
enafco Elwln F. Sinitb, of Sacramento, and Senator 
Steele nominated James A. Orr, of Plum is. 
Mr. Smith was elected by a vota of 26 t j 9. 
For A si'tant^eeretarics Senator Sullivan nomi­ 
nated J. J. McCartb , Senator Baldwin nominated A. 
T. Vogelsang, Senator Vrooman nominated C. N. 
Post and C. T. Johns. 
McCarthy and Vogelsang were elected by a rots of 
28 to 9. 
For Sergeant at Arras Senator Maddox nominated 
I. G. Mosaic, of Sin Franci9co, and Senator Koutier 
nominated A. J. Rhoads, of Sacramento. 
Mr. Mosaic was elected by a vote of 27 to 9. 
For Assistant Sergeant at-Armg, Senator English 
nominated 
15. Sjduor, of Contra Costa, and Sen­ 
ator Wallace nominated E. M. Congdon. 
Mr. 8ydnor was cte-teJ by the 3ame vote. 
A. A. Taylor, of Santa Cruz, was elected Minute 
Clerk. 
Senator McCarty offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, appoint!■ g lw. G. Faulk Assistant Minute 
Clerk, per diem to be hereafter fixed by the Senate. 
The following were then elected to other offices: 
Journal C:er!<, Wm J. McGee of Amador; Engross­ 
ing Clerk, George F. T uthill; Postmistress, Mrs. J. 
V. David of San Francisco (unanimously). 
On motion of Senator Perry, tbe Secretar}’, Assist­ 
ant Secretaries, Minute Clerk and Sergeant-at Arm3 
of the last session were allowed one week’-3 pay, 
having served in the organization of the pre.ent sis 
sion. 
On motion of Senator Lynch the President of the 
Senate was authorized to appoint as Night Watch 
man Frank G. Cavagnario, and the Sergeant-at-Arms 
wa-? authorized to aproim. James Buc‘<ner and W. 
V. Gardner as Gate-keep:rs. 
Tnomas Me Gann was appointed Maii Carrier of 
he Senate. 
The newly-elected officers were th?n called to the 
bar of the Senata and sworn in by Lituteniut- 
Governor Mansfield. 
On motion of Senator Ryan a message was 8tn*. to 
the Assembly announcing the organization of the 
Semts. 
On motion df Harrigan, Hank Jonos was ap­ 
p Anted Watchman «f the gallery. 
Senator Filcher, of Placer, offered a concurrent 
resolution, calling for the appointment of a j .int 
committee of six, three from each house, to wait 
up n the Governor and inform him that the Legis­ 
lature hail completed its organization, and was 
ready to receive anv communication that he might 
desire to make. The resolution was adopted. 
The Lieutenint-Governcr appointed 
Senators 
Filcber, Cross and Perry as such committee. 
Senator Spencer, of N ipi, offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, providing foi the appointment 
of a joint committee of six, three from each hou;e, 
to wa t upon the Governor elect in regard to the 
inauguration of the new Governor. 
The 
Lieutenant Governor appointed 
Senators 
Spencer, Johnson and McCturc as the Inauguration 
Commit t *e. 
Senator Del Valle offered a concurrent resolution 
providing for a joint sera on to canvass the votes for 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor and declare the 
re. ult at 12 o’edock to^d iy. The resolution was lost. 
Senator Kyan renewed the resolution, only charg­ 
ing the hour to 11 o’clock, instead of 12. With­ 
drawn. 
fcenator Langford offered a resolution directing 
the Secretary to inf jrm tbe Assembly that the Sen­ 
ate was now ready to meet iu joint convention for 
the purpose of cinvasaicg the votes for Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor. 
The 
resolution was 
adopted. 
Tne Senate took a recess for fifteen minutes, to 
await a message from the Assembly. 
The Senate reassembled, and on motion of Sena­ 
tor Vrooman an indefinite leave of absence was 
granted Senator Whitney on account of sickness. 
On motion of Seuator McClure, the resolution 
offered by Senator Langford w.a amended so as to 
fix the time at Tuesday, Januarv 9th, at 3:30 P. m. 
A message was then received from the Assembly, 
announcing that it was ready to meet the Senate iu 
joint convention at that b«ur. 
Senator Filcher, from the committee appointed to 
wait upon Governor Perkins, reported that they 
had performed that duty, and that the Governor had 
a message which he would transmit forth with. 
Within three minutes Private Secretary Hart ap­ 
peared and delivered the Governor's message, ac­ 
companied by the report of the State Board of Ex­ 
aminers and the list of appointments made l>\ the 
Governor during the recess cf the Legislature, re­ 
spectfully asking the Legislature to confirm said ap­ 
pointments. 
The following is a full synopsis of the mc33agc of 
Governor Perkins, and preserves all its salient 
points: 
■ 
The message opens with congratulations over 
the prosperity of the people, and a tribute 
to the memory of ex-Governcr 
Latham, de­ 
ceased. .The financial condition of the State he 
pronounces excellent. The assessed value of taxa­ 
ble property is about 80l0,c00,000. The interest- 
bearing debt is 83,293,500, and of that the State 
holds in tiust for educational purposes $2,69Q,0X). 
Of the remaining 8603,500, something more tnan 
500,000 is now in the treasury, or provided for by 
taxes already levied. This showing is a good one 
for a State that his expended over $4,000,000 on 
public buildings, over 84 500,000 for charities, and 
over $12,000,C00 for public education in the fa it ten 
years. He believes that during the who’e existence 
of the State her fi cil pdicy has generally been a 
prudent one, and her finances, upon the whole, well 
managed. 
During his administration the ordinary expenses 
were light, tbe extraordinary ones great. The ex­ 
penditures for all purposes have averaged $4,244,038 
annually. For the five years preceding, the annual 
average wi3 $3,033,902. Tne increase is owing in 
part to extraordinary ar pr jpriations made In his 
opinion wisely, but is owing mainly to our growth 
as a community and the necessity for greater outlay 
for the carc of the wards of the State and for educa­ 
tion. The extraordinary appropriations amounted 
to $937,504 17, and is now represented mainly by 
valuable property in the shape of permanent im­ 
provements. 
For five years prior to Governor 
Ferkiu& administration the annual expenditures 
for chanties w* re $433,817 ; the average for the past 
three years ha9 been $625,362 
Undrc a previous 
administration the average outlay yearly for public 
education was $ 1 ,3 * 0 ,6 ; during Governor Perkins’ 
term it was $1,763 943. 
The increased average 
outlay 
is 
$ 92,865, or within $17,00 > of the 
total increased average. He emphasizes the fa?t 
that the excess of 
money 
use i 
lias 
gone 
for charities and educ ation. He approves the propo­ 
r t io n to give the State B:*ru it Ex mliKW ro\rer 
to invest mor0y idle Ítl the treisiirr. The public 
debt held by individuali is only 8508,000, and in a 
few months it will be bat about 84G0,000. 
He there­ 
fore recommend- the levying cf taxes to raise about 
8100,000 to extinguish the debt. He approves the 
proposal to substituto for the bonds held in trust 
o* educational funds new four per cents. The cost 
of collecting the State revenue is t03 great He ad­ 
vises a general law* no the *ubj.*ct applicable to a’l 
countie-. He catls attention to tbo delinquent 
taxes, individual and corporate, but pending the 
decision of cases in Court makes no recommenda­ 
tion. 
He urg s the levy of sucha ra te tf tax as 
will certainly produce revenue suffiricnt to fu’ly 
meet all the appropriations, and proteste a 2 ai na t 
the custom of Legislatures c-f basing appropriations 
upon business principles, and the fcix levy upon io- 
litical interest, thus showing a filse surface • f econ­ 
omy. He entered office with $218,000 cf deficiency 
The Legislature of 1SS0 appropriated $414,000 more 
than it levied a tax to rai-e. Hence resulted the 
tax levy for 1SS1 tf 63.5 cent', as against that for 
1830 of 59 ceuts. The last Legislature paid all these 
accumulated debts ; there was a falling off in the 
assessed value of prop rty of $51,000.000, and yet 
as the resu t of p.udent economy in outlay, the tax 
levy for 1682 was reduetd to 59 6 cents ; and to-day 
our public buildings are all in a most excellent state 
of preservation; and one of our prisons almost 
placed upon a self sustaining basis 
He believes it 
quits powible in future ta reduce our tax for State 
purposes to 50 cents on the $100. 
He calls attention to the fact th it in the past 
two ye its n«t 
the full cmount 
appropriated 
for State purposes was expended. No similar rec­ 
ord is found in tbe State history. He urges a com­ 
plete revisal of our land sys em. that is now* per­ 
plexing and confused, and the laws for the 
foreclosure of delinquent interest upon State lands 
sold on credit are opeo to fraud and injustice. He 
reviews the subject at length, and urges it upon the 
earnest attention of the Legislature. He approves 
the recommendations of the Adjutant Genera!. H* 
approves the petition for an appropriation < f $57,800 
for the State University, to preserve State preportv 
and continue agricultural experiments. The laws 
authorizing the purchase of bonds and transfer of 
funds from the general fund for the University are 
conflicting ami need adjustment. 
The surges i ns for L eg islate fiction, as made by 
the Attorney General, seem w ise and judicious. Re­ 
garding the State Board of Equalization be rays 
something mu^t be done to cheek tbe tendency of 
Supervisors to reduce asse aments, and of appraisers 
to undervalue, in the struggle to take advantage of 
the State. Ha urges the re-enactment of Section 
3664 of the Political Cede, concerning the taxes due 
bv railroad companies, and that the Legislature pro­ 
vide that the Board of Equalization shall, between 
certain davs, meet at the Capitol an! assess the 
properties'of railroad companies as toe Constitu­ 
tion provides thej shall be assessed. 
He points with pride to the report of the Direct­ 
ors of the State Prisoi sand concurs in the language 
of the report, “ that never in the history of our 
State has the whole management of our prisoners, 
and 
the 
financial 
condition of our prisons 
been so satisfact >ry." San Quentin Prison is on tae 
eve of becomirg eelt supporting. The suecos o. 


the jut.» mill is assured. He reviews the matter 
relative to the compensation, mileage and expenses 
of Directors, and seta forth the facts. He urges 
that legislation be had to lessen the expense of 
transporting prisoners. 
In using the pardoning 
power 1 e savs he was in every instance actuateu by 
a eenge of ju tice, both to the State and the crim­ 
inals He devotes considerable space to urging tbe 
establishment ot a.Sta’e Reform School, or House 
of Rriuge for jouthful cffiuders, and points to the 
( xarap’.ia of Massachusetts, Ohio and Indiana, and 
to loeal work in that line in San Francisco 
He 
considers no subject tin t is to come before the 
Legislature to be of graver import. 
He recom­ 
mends the enactment of a law recu’ating inland 
quarantine. He reviews the rt port of the Harbor 
Commissioners. He urges the passage of a law’ to 
rodUC-e ihe coat of c Altering tbe Commissions’ in­ 
come. Considerable space is given to the consider­ 
ation of matters relating to the San Francisco sea­ 
wall. He recites the histoiy cf the investigation 
and ex pert: og of accounts in 1831. §0e asks that 
kuthority be conferred on the Commissioners toselect 
one or mere of the blocks gained Ijy the construc­ 
tion of tbe seawall, for the purposes of a dry dock, 
and that the remainder of the lands reclaimed be 
deeded to the cry.

The Governor ap­ 
proves the latter plan. Sufficiéut caro is not given 
in examination c f patients prior to commitment. 
The Governor invites the c.reful attention of the 
hou esto the viticultural and horticultural inter­ 
ests, and give3 a atirtics emphasizing iheir import­ 
ance. 
He commends also the report of the State 
Min eral ogist, and recommends that the manage­ 
ment of the Mining Bureau be given in charge of a 
Board of Trustee?, with the Mineralogist. 
He 
recoravends 
increased 
appropriations for 
the 
Asylum for the Deaf, the Dumb aud the Blind. A few* 
changes in the ia* are n.eled in the inttrette of the 
common school system. Tee orphan asylums he 
reports well-m lilted. 
Provision should be made 
for pre cnting to ths public the results of the work 
of the State Enginetr’a office iu the matter of irri­ 
gation. The State was represented at the Denver 
Exposition, and he a6ks that the expenses of tbe 
representative be paid, and advises that the Stato 
be represented at the Ams'erdain International 
Exposition i a 1BS3. The Veterans’ Home Assoeis- 
tion should receive legislative 
ecognition. The 
appr priation to the Yosemite Valley Commission 
should be continued. The condition of work on the 
grounds of the btate Capitol is eefc forth, and he ad­ 
vises that it be cmtintl d to the cxtensi n of the 
stone and iron fence around the entire Park. The 
State will soon recrive from the Federal Govern­ 
ment the monr-y due on account of the Modoc In­ 
dian war of 1872. ne asks that this State unite 
with the others in their petition for a return of the 
moneys paid by them und¿r the Act of Congress of 
August, 1801, to pay the interest on the public 
debt. California paid on that account $254,538 00. 
He asks favorable cona deration of the effort made 
to secure from the General Government 5 per cent, 
of the net proceeds of the sale of public lands in 
this State. He makes mere reference to the Rail­ 
road Commissioner^’ report, as it came to hand too 
late to b3 ex unined. lie urges a larger appropria 
tion in aid of the Fivli Commission, and pays a 
warm tribute to the character of the late B. B. Red­ 
ding, Fish Commissi.»ner to the time of his death. 
Iu the Governor's office contingent fund he reports 
as uuexpended $1,430. He aiks that Calvin Brown, 
C. E. Duncan Beaumont and Edward Twitchell be 
paid sura9 due them for services rendered to the 
Executive in the discharge of trusts imposed upon 
it. 
In conclusion, he p esents briefly the ques­ 
tion of civil service reform, and points out that he 
has inaugurate! the system in California to an ex­ 
tent that should convince any unprejudiced person 
of his Convictions as to its true policy, and refers to 
his appointments of various Boards and Commis­ 
sions in proof. 
He acknowledges the court-isy, 
fidelity, integrity and zeal which has characterized 
every department of the State Government, and re­ 
turns hi.} sincere tha ks to the people f.^r the con­ 
fidence icposed in and the support givt-n him.

No man in New Y ork is better known and 
better liked than Knfna H atch. 
Mr. H atch 
is under 51 years of age. 
He is a native of 
Maine, and was born a t Welle, Y ork county, 
on June 24, JS32. 
H is father was a farmer, 
and brought his son up in the pursuit of agri­ 
culture. 
A t 19 Iiufus 1-ft home for the 
W est. 
H e soon procured employment ee 
helper to the cirps of engineers who surveyed 
for the first railway constructed in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
About three years after M r. H atch had 
acquired sufficient means to justify his start­ 
ing in business for himself, and he opened an 
office in Chicago as grain broker. 
In a short 
time he became a member in the firm of 
Armstrong & Co. of th at city. 
T hat hon6e 
failed. 
Mr. H otch honorably shouldered the 
obligations of the t.ouie, and paid off every 
dollar of its indebtedness with interest as 
soon as he was able. 
Iu 18G2 he went to 
New Y ork city with the slender capital of 
only 62,000. 
H enry Keep, tbe leading rail­ 
road broker in the commercial capita', en­ 
couraged tho newcomer in bis enterprises, 
and both men bonght largely cf Chicago and 
Northwestern stock. 
H e soon became a con­ 
siderable man od the street. He originated the 
Open Board of Broker?, which grew into the 
3tock Kxchacge.

Reports of M r H atch’s recant appearanca be­ 
fore a committee of the New York Senate 
receiving testimor y on corners and futures, 
give a more than ordinary interest to tho man 
just now, 
M r, H atch uses the pen with an
